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MINISTERIAL  LAZINESS 

A new  answer  to  the  question,  “What  is 
wrong  with  our  churches?”  is  contributed 
by  the  Ref.  Mark  Allison  Matthews,  of 
Seattle,  pastor' of  the  largest  Presbyterian 
church  in  America.  “The  trouble,”  says 
Dr.  Matthews.  “lies  iu  the  indolence  of 
many  of  our  |*a*tor*.  and  what  I say  applies 
to  all  denominations.”  Dr.  Matthews  says: 
“A  preachef*  has  no  Ians  right  on  Ihe  spot 
to  make  hint  diligent  about  his  business  He 
gets  up  in  i t he  tnortiiug  when  he  pleases 
and  go«*s  to 'bed  at  night  when  he  feels  like 
it.  No  whjstlr  reminds  him  of  his  coming 
tasks.  Cusltoiners  arc  not  waiting  to  enter 
llis  store.  He  goes  out  into*  the  str«*et, 
meets  a map  and  talks  for  half  an  hour. 
B&nkruptcyj  would  overtake  the  merchant 
who  wasted  his  time  in  that  way. 

“I  have  four  assistants.  One  of  them 
was  gone  three  hours  to  a funeral.  I ha  1 
a funeral  tie  next  day  in  the  same  neigh- 
borhood, an<|  was  hack  in  iny  office  again  in 
an  hour  and  twenty  minutes.  I called  the 
assistant  inf  and  told  him  he  would  be  a 
failure  unices  he  made  profitable  use  of  ev- 
ery minute  during  a day's  work. 

“Organization  also  is  necessary.-  Some 
preachers  tiiought  lhat  when  I was  sleeted 
moderator  ihat  I merely  had  a big  mob  in 
Seattle  instead  of  a church,  that  people 
swarmed  iri  and  then  out,  just  as  they  did 
with  Dr.  Toilmage.  After  Dr.  Talmage  died 
nobody  coqld  find  his  church.  Well,  the 
Seattle  <*ortgregation  is  not  a mob.  hut  a 
disciplined  and  cohesive  body  of  ( hrist ian 
workera.” 

Mr.  Morrow  asked  what  plan  a mediocre 
preacher  ,e<iuld  follow  to  achieve  success 

Dr  Matthews  says:  “The  word  medi 
ocrity  is  mpde  to  cover  a good  many  short- 
comings. It  is  often  a handy  refuge  for 
laziness.  A worker  is  never  a mediocre 
man.  Being  a Christian,  let  me  tell  you.  is 
n man’s  job.  And  the  people  in  the  pews 
like  to  work  under  intelligent,  energetic, 
and  sincere  leadership. 

“A  minister  must  be  very  mueh  in  ear- 
nest. He  must  lie  intense  and.  filled  with 
zeal  and  conviction.  And  the  Holy  Ghost 
will  help  such  a man.  hut  the  Holy  Ghost 
can’t  he  expected  to  take  any  more  interest 
in  a mechanical  preacher  than  the  mechan- 
ical preacher  takes  in  himself. 

“There  -are  40.000  deacons  in  the  Pres- 
byterian rhnrch.  Some  of  them  call  them- 
selves ‘ruling  deacons.'  Well,  deaeons 
don’t  dp  any  ruling  these  days.  • • • 

“Moslly  they  loaf.  1 believe  in  team 
work.

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pline,  even  in  the  case  of  the  flagrajnt  sins 
at  Corinth,  upon  the  local  churches]  Here 
we  Baptists,  with  our  congregational] politv. 
more  nearly  approach  the  New  TeLamei’it 
method  and  many  of  his  criticisms  at  this 
luiint  which  apply  to  those  working  under 
the  episcopal  polity  do  not  apply  (to  our 
work.  Nominally,  at  least,  our  organized 
churches  at  the  main  mission  stations),  where 
the  foreigner  is  constantly  present  | to  see 
that  the  natives  do  not  go  too  far  astray, 
have  the  responsibility  of  receiving  inem 
tiers  for  baptism  and  maintaining  discipline.

Ilerii  Mil  Allen 
draws  a vivid  picture  of  a Greek  Christian 
visiting  Jerusalem,  and  another  of  a 'Judean 
Christian  visiting  Corinth.  IIoL  little 
yould  either  find  to  which  he  vui)  accus- 
tomed, or  with  which  he  was  in  sympathy! 

The  only  jioint  of  real  contact  was  a com- 
mon devotion  to  the  person  of  Jesus,  a com- 
mon recognition  of  the  same  apostles,  and  a 
common  observance  of  the  Hame  ritesj  of  bap- 
tism, and  the  Lord's  Supper.’

I hat,  says  Mr.  Allen,  is  the  Roman,  system 
Or,  new  churches  established  in  t(ie  prov- 
inces might  lie  regarded  equally  ^vith  the 
tirat,  as  parts  of  a still  ineompletje  whole 
whieh  must  grow  up  by  degrees  into  its 
completeness.’  This  was  St.  Paill’a  way. 
He  refused,  (1)  to  transplant  the  law  ami 
customs  of  the  church  in  Judea;  (if)  to  set 
up  any  central  administrative  authority;  (c) 
to  establish  a priori  tests  of  orthodoxy;  (d) 
to  allow  the  universal  application  of  prece- 
dents. He  taught  his  converts  inj  various 
ways  to  realize  the  faet  of  unity, 

\Nith  this  example,  Mr.  Allen  kN  usual, 
contrasts  our  system.  We  treajt  unity 
mainly  as  a question  of  organization.  Bish- 
ops, .priests, 'deacons,  prayerbook,1  church 
services,  hymns,  are  transplanted  from  Eng- 
land. We  import  into  our  missions  even 
our  own  internal  divisions  of  high  and  low. 
The  unity  we  maintain  is  practically  uni- 
formity of  custom.'  In  a sense  it  is  suc- 
cessful. ‘.Schism  and  heresy  are  almost 
unknown  in  our  missions.’  ‘But  at  what 
a price  have  we  succeeded. ' If  there  has 
Is-en  any  heresy,  then*  has  been  n«  proph- 
etic zeal.  If  there  has  liern  nd  schism, 
there  has  been  no  self.-realization.  : If  there 
has  been  no  heresiarch,  there  has  lieen  no 
church  father.  If  there  have  been  no 
schismatics,  there  have  been  no  apostles.  If 
there  has  been  no  heresy,  there  hag  been  no 
native  theology.  If  there  has  l*i*eii  no 
sehism  there  has  been  no  vigorous 'outburst 
of  life.  (With  a change  of  tern*,  nearly 
every  criticism  whieh  Mr.  Allen  makes  in 
this  section  is  true  of  our  Baptist  work. 
Nominally  congregational  in  method,  in  ac 
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t lull  prai  tiee.iundeirj  |l>e  missiou  method*  we 
now  use  the  rclatjiMts  between  the  foreign 
missici.aiy  aid  ti  c Jl  nnhes  uinl'f  his  ear.
